Knives into the New Cabinet 
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PARTIES LONG WAVE ERRED-ON ERCY'S SDE 


- Hon. Dr, Roche Spoke Plan Words to Offical 


’ From a Staff Correspondent 


Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 11.—Probably 
the mildest mannered man of tho 
Borden Cabinet is Hon. Dr. Roche. 
Heiis kind hearted to a fault. He is 
what his name implies—a generous, 
souled Irishman. He has the repu- 
tation in the House of not being a 
bitter partisan, though a staunch 
supporter of Conservative principles. 
For this reason a recent heart to 
heart talk Dr. Roche had with his 
chief officials is all the more signifi- 
cant. 

For some time there have been 
murmurings amongst the Western 
Conservatives that there was some- 
thing wrong with the Interior De- 
partment. There were frequent com- 
plaints that efforts were. being mado 
by some of the oflicials of the De- 
partment, in an undcrhand manner, 
to place the present Government in 
a false position. Business was held 
up in a most aggravating manner, 
annoying -letters were sent to home- 
steaders, and, to use the plain lan- 
guage of a plainscloth politician, 
“Grit officials in the Department aro 
sticking the knife into the new Gov- 
ernment.” ; 

Dr. Roche on his recent trip West 
investigated personally these com- 
plaints. He found they were based 
on a foundation of truth, and on his 
return to Ottawa he called some fif- 
teen of the higher officials into his 
office. They listened to some plain 
talk and some’ kindly. if vigorous 
advice. They were told firmly and in 
a tone which could not be misunder- 
stood that business in future must be 
conducted with despatch. There was 
to be no dilatoriness and each official 
would be held directly responsible to 
the Minister for any complaints. 
There was also a plain intimation 
that if there were further complaints 
there might be a departmental house- 
cleaning. . 

OFFICIALS ARE SULKING. 

There is a strong feeling at Otta- 
wa that the Interior Department is 
not the only branch of the Govern- 
ment where a confidential conver- 
sation, such as Dr. Roche held with 
his officials, would not be amiss. 
The great majority of the civil ser- 
vants pay not the slightest attention

Drawn by Steel Plates of the 4 
Vessel They Become So}; 


Thick That Engines 


ors’ Toes Tingle. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 11.—A strango 
story was told by the crew of the 
British steamship Rochelle, which 


reached port to-day four days late q 


from Santo Domingo. According to 
the several men on board, the delay 
to thé freighter was due principally 
to electric fish, which were attracted 
by the steel plates of,the vessel and 
fastened themselves by hundreds 
against her bottom. and sides. 
The vessel was-in the Gulf 
Stream, north of Cuba, when she 
ran to slow down. The Rochelle 
is new and the engines were working 
splendidly. Some of the sailors said 
they felt a tingling sensation about 
their feet and finger tips. A few of 
the crew, more superstitious than 
the others, began to be a¥armed. . 
The coal supply began to diminish 
rapidly, for the stokers were kept 
busy shovelling fuel into the furnace 
in an effort to increase the -speed. 
Every part of the vessel was exam> 
‘ined to determine the cause of the 
delay. Finally one of the sailors 
| happened to look over the port side 
and found it covered with strange 
looking fish. They were two or 
three feet thick alone the port side 
under the water. The starboard side 
;also was covered. 
| As the Rochelle moved north and 
‘rot ,out of the Gulf Stream the fish 
dropped off and the vessel reswmed 
her customary speed. The coal sup- 
| nly, however, had run so low that 
Captain Cirei¢ made for Norfolk, 
lwhere the bunkers were refilled. 
While the presence of clectric fish 
in tropical waters is well known, the 
Rochelle is the first vessel to come 
to Boston whose progress has been 
‘impeded by them. These fish are 
known also as torpedo fish. They 
emit an electric shock which is pow- 
erful enough to kill smaller fish. 
Some of the electric fish attain a 
weight of two hundred pounds.
